Canada has been a little bebind- 
hand with interurban air services but 
in passenger, mail and freight car- 
riage to sparsely populated areas, 
this country has been unexcelled and 
probably unequalled. Its Northern 
aviators are the true pioneers of pre 
sent day Canada, and the people of 
this country need have little fear that 
they will not be well served by the 
young men, raised in such an atmos: | 
phere who will take over the piloting 
of the new service. There are now 
four planes with a speed of about 180 
miles an hour in the bands of the alr- 
ways and more are on order and will

175,705 head of cattle; 21,144 calves 
and 41,557 hogs and 127,000 tons 

(not pounds) of fresh and cured 
dressed meat as well.
